The questions of the nationality of 
Christopher Columbus, and where he 
was born, continue to prove an in­ 
exhaustible subject of discussion for 
historians and philologists. 
The latest contribution to the de­ 
bate comes from a French writer, 
Henri Schoen, who brings forward a 
number of new arguments in support 
of the tradition that Christopher Co­ 
lumbus was born at Calvi. in Corsica. 
This tradition is, of course, ft* direct 
contradiction to the theory that the 
discoverer of America was of Geno­ 
ese birth, and it is also contrary to 
the views of such learned Spaniards 
as de la Riega and the Marquis de 
Dos Fuentes, who maintain that Co­ 
lumbus, or Colon, according to the 
Spanish form of the name, was in 
reality a native of Galicia, in Spain, 
a fact which he 
always 
concealed 
with the object of hiding his Jewish 
origin. 
The 
Spanish 
investigators, while 
arguing against the claims 
of 
the 
Italians for Genoa, join hands with 
them 
in 
attacking the theories of 
Schoen. 
The French writer bases his 
arguments on certain 
names 
and 
other details that appear in the nar­ 
rative of Columbus. 
In this recital, 
which is written in the 
purest 
of 
Spanish, one party sees Galician and 
the 
other 
Genoese 
reminiscences, 
while Schoen finds support for his 
Corsican theory. 
He points out, for 
instance, that Columbus 
refers 
to 
fishes called “toninas,” a word equally 
unknown in Italy and Spain, but of 
everyday use in Corsica. 
To this the 
Spanish 
philologist. 
Mariano de Cavia, replies that, on 
the contrary, the word “ tonina” is 
generally used by Spanish seafaring 
folk to designate either 
the 
fresh 
tunny fish or the dolphin.

ploying this word in the text of his j 
narrative Columbus was not going I 
outside that language, and the cons*-- | 
luent inference of his Corsican ori­ 
gin only becomes one more proof of ( 
his Spanish birth.

London, March 22.—The discovery 
by a gamekeeper on a lonely York­

Must Have Good Breeding for the 
Best Results. 


M ost Practical W ay Is for Dairyman 
to Breed His Own Cows— Impor­ 
tant Matter Is to Find Results 
Given In Milk PaiL 


to the pure breeu is secured we must 
adm it that the bull really represents 
IOO per cenL of the breeding value 
His superior qualities are what have 
builded up the herd. 
The most practical way 
for 
the 
dairym an who cannot afford to pay 
the high prices th at breeders ask for 
their pure bred cows to secure a firsts 
class producing herd, is to breed his 
best cows to a bull of known virtues 
and then raise the heifer calves. 
By 
breeding them properly it will only 
be a few generations until 
he 
wil 
have a herd th at is practically as val 
uable as one composed of pure-blood 
ed animals. 
Before 
beginning 
any system 
of 
should 
ac­ 
quaint himself with the record of the 
results given in the milk pail by the 
bull's dam, for th at is what 
he 
breeding for. 
Rem em ber that 
the 
bull will transm it any weak points 
more readily than the strong points 
which is proof that the keeper should 
know’ just w hat sort of ancestors the 
bull may have had. 


On tho m ajority of the dairy farm s 
we find a herd of grade cows. 
It is 
impossible for everyone to own pure­ 
bred cows, but it is possible for all to j breeding the dairyman 
build up their herds to a standard 
w here they are practically the equal 
of pure bred. 
1 
Every dairym an who is the owner 
of a herd of grade cows should be 
cognizant of the fact th at there is 
nothing so im portant, so far as im­ 
proving the herd is concerned, as a 
pure-bred bull th at shows all of the 
desirable characteristics. 
It is a fact th a t the influences of 
the bull are equal to those of the cow' 
when both are of the sam e standard; 
but when the cows are of a low grade 
tho bull’s influence is just as much 
greater as his qualities are superior 
to those of the cows. 
However, if the bull be not up to 
the grade of the cow', the progeny will 
show a retrogression, says a w riter in 
th e Farm Progress.
